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Motorcyclist dies at

A MOTORCYCLIST has died 
and a car driver is in hospital 
with serious injuries after 
two crashes on the A14 on 
Monday morning. 

The fatal collision involving 
a motorbike and a lorry 
happened in the early hours 
of the morning, westbound 
between junctions 35 and 36. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “We were called at 
about 2am to reports of a 
collision involving a lorry 
and a motorbike on the 
A14 westbound between 
junctions 35 and 36 (Stow- 
cum-Quy and Swaffham 
Bulbeck). 

“The driver of the 
motorbike, a man, sadly 
passed away at the scene.” 

A spokesman for East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “We received a call to 
reports of a serious collision 
involving a motorbike and a 
lorry on the A14. 

“We dispatched an am¬ 
bulance crew, rapid response 
vehicle, and a Magpas medic 
car to assist. 


“Sadly nothing could be 
done for a man at the scene 
and he was pronounced dead. 

“Our thoughts are with all 
of those involved at this time.” 

During rush hour, police 
were called to another 
incident involving two cars 
and a lorry going in the 
opposite direction, after a car 
struck the central reservation. 

The police spokeswoman 
said: “Police were called 
at 8.35am to a collision 
involving two cars and a 
lorry on the A14 eastbound 
between junctions 33 and 
35 (Milton and Stow-cum- 
Quy). 

“An air ambulance 
attended. One person was 
taken to hospital with serious 
injuries.” 

An eye-witness at the scene 
said: “It looked as if someone 
was trapped inside the small 
car.” 

The A14 was closed for 
hours both ways while police 
investigated. 

The roads were cleared, 
leading to traffic diversions 
on the A10 and the A142. 

Motorists were involved in 
significant tailbacks on the 
roads.

THE horseracing industry contri¬ 
bution to the Newmarket economy 
has increased by £34 million over 
the last four years, says a report. 

The study found the area’s econ¬ 
omy grew by 7.2 per cent in real 
terms in the four-year period, and 
claims the town has seen a “sea 
change” in efforts to enhance New¬ 
market’s attractiveness to visitors. 

The report — an update on one 
commissioned in 2014 by Forest 
Heath District Council and New¬ 
market Horsemen’s Group — says 
the horseracing and breeding in¬ 
dustry now makes an annual con¬ 
tribution to the local economy of 
more than £240 million. 

“This updated report underlines 
the value and the contribution the 
horseracing industry makes to our 
local economy,” said Cllr Lance 
Stanbury, Forest Heath District 
Council cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning and growth. 

Cllr Stanbury highlighted the in¬ 
dustry’s contribution to Newmar¬ 
ket as a popular destination for 
visitors. 


He pointed out the £15 million 
transformation of the former Na¬ 
tional Horse Racing Museum, to 
which the racing industry contrib¬ 
uted around £5 million along with 
further cash from local authorities 
and lottery funding. 

Cllr Stanbury said: “I am pleased 
the report recognises the strides be¬ 
ing made in enhancing the town’s 
distinctive character, and I look 
forward to celebrating more such 


achievements.” 

Horseracing is Britain’s second 
biggest spectator sport and in New¬ 
market is reportedly responsible 
for around 3,600 full-time equiva¬ 
lent jobs and more through indirect 
employment. 

The findings were released ahead 
of this week’s July Festival, one of 
the busiest weeks of the year, in 
Newmarket. 

William Gittus, chairman of the 


Newmarket Horsemen’s Group, 
which represents racing’s inter¬ 
ests in the town, said: “July Festival 
week in Newmarket provides an in¬ 
sight into the appeal of the racing 
and breeding industry in Newmar¬ 
ket and the scale of its impact on 
the local economy.” 

Mr Gittus added the report un¬ 
derlined the “importance of pro¬ 
tecting the industry” and the need 
to “allow for potential further 
growth and expansion”. 

Racehorse trainers reportedly 
generate the most economic ac¬ 
tivity within Newmarket and the 
surrounding area at almost £120 
million, followed by stud farms at 
almost £90 million. 

The report was compiled by SQW 
(Segal Quince Wicksteed), a leading 
independent provider of research, 
analysis and advice in economic 
and social development. 

SQW’s Bill Wicksteed said: “New¬ 
market is firmly established as one 
of a small number of international 
hubs for the racing industry. 

“Several of our interviewees felt 
that the cluster’s standing has im¬ 
proved, not least in relation to the 
status of stallions at the major stud 
farms.”

New walkway blamed for 
environmental damage 


Police hunt as 
van crashes 
into house 

A WHITE van was lefty abandoned 
after crashing into a house in the 
early hours of Tuesday morning. 

Householders described how the 
van sped along St Phillips Road, 
Newmarket, before crashing into 
the home in Exning Road. 

Police are appealing for 
information after the crash, which 
happened at 3.40am. 

Families have told how they 
heard a loud crash which woke up 
the street. 

One resident, who asked not to 
be named, said: "The noise woke 
everyone in the street. They must 
have been going at some speed as 
there were tyre marks all along the 
road from halfway up to the mini¬ 
roundabout at the end. 

"It went right into a house and 
smashed through the fence. 

"You could hear it because it 
was so loud. The people in the van 
ran off and all that was left was an 
empty beer bottle." 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman 
said officers were hunting the van's 
occupants. 

She said: "A white van had been 
travelling along the B1103 Exning 
Road when it came off the road and 
collided with a house, near to the 
junction with St Phillips Road. 

"Officers attended the scene, 
however the occupant(s) had fled." 

No one was injured in the 
incident. 


DAMAGE to trees and a 
hedgerow caused by materi¬ 
als used to build a horse walk 
in Newmarket has been de¬ 
scribed as an “environmen¬ 
tal disaster”. 

Newmarket resident Ar¬ 
thur Roberts, 74, noticed 
several trees and a section of 
hedgerow next to a recently 
laid section of walk in Snail- 
well Road were withering 
and turning brown. 

“I presume the trees might 
die, which could have a big 
impact, because they would 
have to be taken down,” said 
Mr Roberts, who lives in 
nearby Malcolm Way. 

Jockey Club Estates (JCE) 
laid the walkway around a 
month ago, which extended 
an existing one at the south¬ 
ern end of Snailwell Road, 
between Fordham Road and 
Malcolm Way. 

However, JCE was forced to 
dig up and remove sections 
of the new path after experts 
said an aggregate used to lay 
it may have changed the al¬ 
kalinity of the soil, causing 
the trees and hedgerow to 
wither. 

“I have been out there and

spoken to the people who 
are taking away the aggre¬ 
gate, and one of them de¬ 
scribed it as an environmen¬ 
tal disaster,” 

He added: “This could be 
caused by the use of material 
by the Jockey Club, which 
has altered the pH level of 
the soil. 

“It’s quite a popular walk 
along there for dog walkers. 
All the leaves are turning 
brown, and they shouldn’t 
be doing that at this time of 
year.” 

The original stretch of walk 
caused controversy when it 
was built almost three years 
ago, with many residents 
complaining it was built far 
too wide, causing vehicles to 
drive onto it. 

The walkway was nar¬ 
rowed in May last year, after 
a horse was Jailed in a crash 
with a lorry. 

Warwick Hirst, a nearby 
resident and Newmarket 
town councillor, said the 
new walkway was a “tre¬

mendous boon” for safety, 
because it removed horses 
from the road. 

However, Cllr Hirst add¬ 
ed: “Those trees are on the 
boundary between my gar¬ 
den and the horse walk, so 
I’m hoping they will fill it 
up, but with a less aggressive 
material.” 

Councillor Robin Millar, of 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “A resident emailed 
me on Monday morning. 
I immediately contacted 
the highways department 
and the Jockey Club to sort 
something out. 

“Two experts went out 
there and they identified 
that the alkalinity of the soil 
was the cause of the dam¬ 
age.” 

Cllr Millar said the Jockey 
Club had obtained permis¬ 
sion from Suffolk Highways 
to build the new walkway. 

“The material has been 
taken away for tests, and 
when we get the results, we 
will figure out what to do 
next,” he said. 

Nick Patton, managing di¬ 
rector of Jockey Club Estates, 
said: “We took immediate 
steps to remove the surface. 

“We are working with an 
arboriculturalist, and we will 
be watering the area to try to 
help recover the trees. 

“We have used this mate¬ 
rial in other locations, and it 
has never caused a problem. 

“This was highlighted to us 
at the weekend and we have 
already had it removed. It’s 
a bit of a mystery. Soil tests 
are ongoing and the surface 
supplier is having the mate¬ 
rial investigated.”

Austerity is 
damaging 

THE Government's insistence on 
persisting with austerity is like 
someone suffering from an eating 
disorder. Call it 'Anorexia 
Fiscalis' - classical scholars can put 
me right. 

Surely the truth is that the 
maintenance of financial stability 
by the progressive reduction of the 


deficit and the provision and support 
of efficient public services are two 
sides of the same coin. 

A healthy economy needs the 
support of efficient public services. 
Cutting them back undermines a 
healthy economy. 

No one can deny that unnecessary 
public expense should be kept to a 
minimum, but there are limits on the 
amount by which public expenditure 
can be cut back without damaging 
the services on which it is spent. 

Public expenditure is not all bad. 
Education, the NHS and our security 
and defence forces, for example, 
need to be properly financed, 
provided that the scope of those 
services is properly defined and 
expenditure on them is audited. 

State pensions and social security 
payments should, ideally, be confined 
to those who are demonstrably 
unable to cope without them. 

Cutting public expenditure beyond 
those limits can cause serious damage 
not only to the services on which it 
should be spent but also to the wider 
economy on which those services 
depend. 

In a vain attempt to eliminate 
the deficit within a certain period, 
the Government is persisting with 
austerity measures which is damaging 
the wider economy by which, 
ultimately, the elimination of the 
deficit will be achieved. Austerity can 
cause the economy of the country 
gradually to waste away. 

Bringing the economy back into 
balance takes time, but it can be 
achieved by good management, not 
by arbitrary and indiscriminate cuts to 
public services.

Fast city trips 
by travelator 

YOUR article (News, July 8) indicates 
some of the Cambridge traffic 
problems, but going underground is 
only part of the solution. 

If you ask most people why they 
still prefer to drive into the centre 
of Cambridge, you will find that the 
answer is to avoid 'waiting time', 
even though the drive may itself take 
longer. The perception of delay is 
always worse when waiting for a bus, 
train, taxi or whatever. 

So, surely, we need to look at 
systems which provide continuous 
travel rather than pulsed travel, such 
as buses. There are fast travelators of 
the sort which 'extend' the moving 
deck and/or one could use parallel 
adjacent travelators moving at 
different speeds so one could step 
across onto a faster or slower deck. 
The speed differential between 
adjacent decks could be relatively 
small but the speed of the fastest one 
could be sufficient to provide fast 
travel into central Cambridge from 
park-and-ride locations. 

Such systems could be 
underground where space is at a real 
premium, but the space occupied 
would be much smaller than that 
required for buses or trams.

Waging war on 
climate change 

BRITAIN has unquestionably been 
led and is being led by less than 
competent politicians! 

With the "war on our roads" 
claiming 1,780 lives last year - 
11 years of war in Afghanistan 
claimed the lives of 456 UK military 
personnel, compared to some 22,000 
lives on our roads - it needs to be 
found that a significant number of 
drivers aren't "straight" and also 
their "state of mind", ie, total lack of 
respect for the law and vulnerable 
road users, falls well short of 
acceptable.

Accordingly, with police reports 
finding that 84 per cent of drivers 
exceed 20mph speed limits, it needs 
to be found that all speeding drivers 
need to be made safe. 

Britain's most critical wars are 
surely congestion and climate change. 

Cycling can beat congestion and 
is carbon neutral. It also gets people 
on low incomes to work: with 123 
cycling fatalities last year, it needs 
to be found that cycling safety is far 


worse than safety in care homes. 

A report has found: "Britain is one 
of the most gridlocked countries on 
Earth with drivers spending 32 hours 
a year on average in traffic jams." 

With each road death said to 
cost the economy £1.7 million, and 
congestion costing £31 billion a year, 
it should be found that Britain can't 
afford to tolerate lawless drivers. 

Given Wimbledon has 'Hawkeye' 
to guarantee fair play, it should 
be found that technology can also 
guarantee fair play for cyclists: their 
power and speed is governed by their 
fitness and heart rate. 

Accordingly, speed limiters should 
be fitted to all but emergency 
vehicles. 

Not only could this ultimately 
guarantee fair play for the elderly and 
the NHS, it would end the need for 
high-speed, potentially lethal, police 
chases.

Reducing bulk 
with design

Lucy takes on 
triathlon to 
honour friend

A DEVASTATED friend of 
Lauren Danks, 21, who was 
killed by a drink-driver, is 
gearing up to dedicate a 
sporting challenge in her 
memory. 

Lucy Dunmore 19, is tak¬ 
ing on the London Triathlon 
on fuly 23 to raise money for 
the Road Victims Trust. 

And in a nod to her friend’s 
love of Disney, she’s doing 
the whole event wearing 
Minnie Mouse ears. 

Ms Danks, from Soham, 
died at the scene when 
drink-driver Nelson Curtis 
crashed into her car at 104 
mph on the All near Red 
Lodge in November last year. 

Lucy said: “I remember al¬ 
ways talking with her about 


the triathlon. She said I was 
mental.” 

But despite Lauren’s reser¬ 
vations, Lucy said that they 
bonded over their love of 
challenging sports. 

“She said she would love 
to do a half marathon, she 
thought me doing the triath¬ 
lon was amazing, she really 
liked the thought of it, but 
still called me a nutter at the 
same time,” said Lucy. 

So far Lucy, from St Ives, 
has smashed her £1,500 tar¬ 
get, having currently raised 
just over £2,000. 

But she but hopes to raise 
at least another £500 to help 
with support and awareness 
for road safety. 

She said: “I chose the Road 
Victims Trust because at 
Lauren’s funeral it was the 
charity her mum and dad 
chose to support.” 

The trust helps families 
who have lost loved ones in 


road accidents. 

Lucy said: “They help with 
support basically in the af¬ 
termath and how to deal 
with loss and how to grieve. 

“They are the biggest sup¬ 
port for families of a road 
collision - £1,000 helps a 
family for a whole year, so far 
that’s two families helped. 

“It was very hard at work, 
we were such a close knit 
team. 

“I was used to seeing her 
every day. It was very hard. I 
am someone who has to do 
something to take my mind 
off it.” 

The gruelling triathlon 
will involve a 400m swim, a 
10km bike ride with a 2.5km 
run to finish it all off and 
Lucy has been training hard 
since fanuary to be in the 
best possible shape. 

On days where training 
gets hard, Lucy says all she 
does is think back to the 
conversations she and Lau¬ 
ren used to have about this 
“mental” challenge. 

She said: “I’ll never forget 
her talking about it, through¬ 
out my gruelling events that 
will stay in my mind forever 
and during training and all 
the hard work. 

“Lauren, she’s there, she’s 
ready with me.” 

Lucy says the last couple 
of weeks have been espe¬ 
cially difficult with the news 
of a seven-year prison term 
for Curtis. 

She said: “I just want to 
bring a positive thing in to 
remember her.”

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SIMON DOBBIN COURT CASE 


Jury is out in 
assault trial

THE jury has retired to consider 
its verdicts after the trial of the 
men accused of a pre-meditated 
attack on Cambridge United fan 
Simon Dobbin, which left him 
unable to walk or speak. 

Mr Dobbin, from Mildenhall, 
was left with permanent brain 
damage after being “ambushed” 
following an away game in 
Southend. Mr Dobbin, 44, spent 
almost a year in hospital and has 
been left unable to walk or talk. 

The trial of 12 men accused of 
involvement in the attack began 
in fune. A 13th man, Rhys Pullen, 
21, of Bridge Road, Wickford, has 
already pleaded guilty to violent 
disorder. All of the defendants 
deny conspiracy to commit vio¬ 
lent disorder. 

The jury retired on Monday 
to consider the evidence and to 
reach verdicts for each of the de¬ 
fendants. 

The jury reconvened yesterday 
and at the time of going to press 
was still out.

A SECONDARY school is setting its 
sights on an ‘outstanding’ rating 
after moving from ‘inadequate’ to 
‘good’ in three years.

Electric car 
charging 
points 
installed 

ELECTRIC vehicle charging points 
have been installed in Haverhill to 
encourage local motorists to switch 
to the greener form of transport. 

West Suffolk councils have 
invested in eight charging points 
across the region to encourage 
drivers to use electric or hybrid 
vehicles, which are better for the 
environment and cheaper to run. 

Two points have been installed at 
the Guineas car park in Newmarket, 
two at the Ehringhausen Way 
car park in Haverhill and two at 
Ram Meadow car park in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Two existing chargers on level 
six of the Parkway multi-storey car 
park in Bury St Edmunds have been 
upgraded. 

The charge points are operated 
by Chargemaster and users must set 
up an account with the company to 
use the facility. 

West Suffolk councils also offer a 
Greener Business Grant. 

The grant means the councils will 
match fund up to £1,000 towards 
the cost of an electric vehicle or 
company charge point.

City medical 
expert 'backing 
aid for Charlie' 


A MEDICAL expert from Cambridge is 
reported to have backed a call to try a 
potential treatment in America for terminally ill 
baby Charlie Gard. 

Charlie's parents, appearing at the High 
Court, were yesterday given 48 hours 
to produce new evidence on how the 
experimental treatment could improve 
Charlie's brain condition. The child's fate will 
then be decided on Thursday. 

Parents Connie Yates and Chris Gard, both 
in their 30s and from west London, want to 
take Charlie to a hospital in America, but lost 
a lengthy legal battle after judges ruled in 
favour of doctors at Great Ormond Street, who 
argued the treatment would not improve the 
child's quality of life. 

Seven doctors have signed a letter to 
Great Ormond Street Hospital saying that 
the US treatment might help - including the 
Cambridge expert, who is reported to work for 
a leading medical research organisation in the 
city. 

Charlie is suffering from a rare form of 
mitochondrial disease, RRM2B deficiency, 
which causes a wide range of disabilities. 

The letter says the therapy is still at an 
experimental stage and that more tests are 
needed, but says ". . . there is insufficient time 
to perform these studies to justify treatment for 
Charlie Gard". 

It adds that "reconsideration of treatment for 
Charlie Gard is respectfully advocated". 

The disease affects cells responsible for 
energy production and respiration and leaves 
Charlie unable to move or breathe without a 
ventilator. 


Ttagic A1307 couple 
are ‘joined now at rest’ 


THE grandson of an elderly couple 
killed in a tragic road accident has 
said his grandparents will forever be 
in his family’s thoughts. 

Reginald and Maria Towers, aged 
75 and 71 respectively, of Palmers 
Close, Linton, died after their car 
spun out of control across the A1307 
in Park Hill, Horseheath, and into 
oncoming traffic on January 9. 

Last week, a coroner concluded 
a “momentary lapse of concentra¬ 
tion" led to the collision and the 
couple died of multiple injuries. 
They had been married for 50 years. 

Aaron Law, 29, from Newmarket, 
said his family drew comfort from 
knowing the grandparents were 
“joined at rest”. 

He told the News : “The heart¬ 
rending and most tragic of events 
that led to the death of my grand¬ 
parents will forever remain within 
our thoughts. 

“Both Nan and Grandad were very 
much loved by all of the family and 
by members of their community. 

“As our family continue the pain¬ 
ful process of which we grieve, we 
also take great comfort in knowing 
that they are joined now at rest, to-

gether. 

“The A1307 will bring great sor¬ 
row as we continue our daily lives 
and we hope that released details 
relating to the accident will remind 
all road users to remain vigilant at 
all times. 

“On behalf of myself and my fam¬ 
ily I would like to express our sin- 
cerest of gratitude for the efforts of 
all NHS personnel, the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance and Chris-Rowley 
Smith, Lamily Liason Office, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire.” 

Closing the inquest last week the 
coroner offered his condolences to 
the couple’s family. 

He said: “It’s a deeply tragic situ¬ 
ation. I deal with a lot of accidents 
[with] that momentary lapse of con¬ 
centration.”

Plenty of parking on site and 
free wi-fi available. 
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I 'M standing in a freezing cold 
storage room holding a lobster 
the size of a toddler. A wave of 
guilt flows over me as I know in 
approximately five minutes time, 

I will be demolishing a dish featuring 
one of this chap's seafaring pals. 

I'm in the famous lobster pound, 
Hall's Harbour, on the north coast of 
Nova Scotia. It's not remotely 
glamorous, but it is just the way my 
trip should end - attempting to 
devour a giant portion of lobster 
macaroni cheese before I head off to 
the airport with the leftovers safely 
tucked in my backpack. 

It was the freshest seafood I'd had 
all week, and that was truly saying 
something. 

You see, fresh seafood and locally 
sourced and distilled drinks had 
been at the heart of my travels along 
the Lighthouse Route as the waves 
gently lapped the shores. 

I had stayed in the Halliburton in 
Halifax, the gorgeously quaint sort of 
guest house you might expect to find 
in the Cotswolds. 

Its in-house restaurant, Stories, is 
intimate and cute and was ideal for 
me to unwind with a glass of Nova 
Scotian wine. 

I have always been one to embrace 
my solitude, and the only thing that 
has ever put me off is the fear of not 
feeling safe. Whether taking an 
evening stroll on the beach at White 
Point or enjoying a drink at the bar in 
Lunenburg alone, not once did I feel 
unwelcome or unsafe. 

There's no better place to explore 
on your own, with inquisitive locals 
to talk to long into the night and 
harbour towns to wander through. 

My days in Halifax were taken up 
by dipping in an out of street food 
markets, gawping at the huge cruise 
ships in the dock, sampling JD Shore 
rum at Halifax Distilling Co. and 
embarking on a food-tasting tour run 
by SoMo (concentrating on the area 
South of Morris Street - hence the 
name). 

My guide blended anecdotes about 
Halifax’s rich culinary heritage while 
walking the streets to sample local 
delicacies such as macarons and 
stone-baked pizza. 

To round off my foodie day, I ate at 
one of Halifax's most exclusive 
seafood restaurants - Five Fisherman 
- and it was fins-down my favourite 
meal of the trip. The service, the 
flavours, the gothic stained glass 
windows, the wine menu... it was 
glorious. 

I still dream about about the 
coldwater crab and sea bass. 

You must drive the Lighthouse 
Route - it’s route three - if you're 
travelling up the south coast. Every 
turn has an award-winning photo¬ 
graph waiting to be taken. 

Peggy's Cove - one of Nova Scotia's 
most striking and popular attractions 
- boasts some of the most jaw- 
dropping views of the bay. 

If you visit the area in late Septem¬ 
ber, venture through Mahone Bay to 
experience the Scarecrow Festival. 
The detail and effort put into creating

watersports, nature trails, indoor and 
outdoor pools, a spa and - nestled 
within the forest - log cabins. It’s a 
tranquil location and was the first 
time on the trip I'd wished I had a 
group of friends with me to set up a 
camp fire and toast marshmallows. 

Following a pit-stop in pretty 
Liverpool to see the Fort Point 
Lighthouse, I journeyed north via the 
beautiful Keji National Park, to 
University town Wolfville in the 
Annapolis Valley. 

This is the heartland of Nova 
Scotian wineries and vineyards. I 
took a Grape Escapes wine tour, with 
transport, a guide, wine tasting and a 
meal at the 19th century Blomidon 
Inn all included in the price. 

The Planter's Barracks Country Inn 
was the epitome of luxury, with a 
stand-alone bath, a bed you can get 
lost in and classy decor - and that 
was before I experienced host Chris' 
Michelin-standard breakfast. 

Most wineries have their own 
restaurants and I enjoyed my final 
lunch at Le Caveau, unable to resist a 
small glass of L'Acadie Blanc (Tidal 
Bay was my pick) before heading to 
Hall's Harbour. 

I may have stamped off a huge 
chunk of items in my paper Good 
Cheer Trail 'passport,' handed to me 
by the tourism board upon my 
arrival. But my best stamp of all was 
in my real life passport, saying I had 
experienced a fascinating, vibrant 
and welcoming place I dream of 
returning to someday. 


versions of the British Royal Family, 
Disney princesses and film characters 
is brilliantly bonkers. 

Harbour town Lunenberg, mean¬ 
while, looks like a toy town with its 
steep narrow streets, pastel-coloured 
houses and pirate ship-like boats. 

For a small place, there’s plenty to 
do, including a stop at the Ironworks 
Vodka Distillery, where flavoured 
spirits are made on site for you to taste. 
It's also brimming with history and 
heritage, with walking tours available. 

My suite at Brigantine Inn and Suites 
had a panoramic view over the 


harbour and its restaurant and lively 
bar. It felt like a real hub for the 
locals, serving fresh food, ale and 
playing sports on widescreen TVs. 

Further up the coast was the 
White Point Beach Resort. The 
Hamptons-esque main lodge was 
devastated by fire in 2011 but has 
been brought back to life with 
hand-crafted wooden features. 

It’s worth it just to see the beach- 
side sunset, as the tree-lined bay 
bends into the distance and white 
sand settles between your toes. 

The resort also boasts a gym,

Hot off the press, the Co-op has 
worked with Kumala to create 
this new fairtrade pinotage 
and shiraz blend. The Co-op is 
the world's biggest Fairtrade 
wine retailer and sales of the

wine will support investment into 
farming communities in the 
Western Cape. 

What of the wine? Well I need a 
bit of persuasion with South 
African pinotage, but this blend 
is nice; the wine is ruby red, has 
ripe red fruits and strawberries 
on the nose, with pepper spice 
tingling away. 

■ Muriel Tempranillo Rioja 
2014 (£8.49,13.5% abv) is a 

red I loved, with its sweet 
woody nose, tumbling cherry 
and strawberry aromas and a 
good balance of weight, fruit 


and acidity. It hums of sweet 
spice and vanilla and is a wine X 
which is confident in itself. It I 
would be proud to look in the 
mirror and say 'Hey, I'm very 
elegant'. Look - I write these 
notes when I'm in the 
moment. Stick with me. 

■ Vanita Grillo 2016 (£6.99, 

13% abv) was my favourite 
white wine - and also that of 
my guide, wine buyer Ben 
Cahill. It hails from Sicily 
and has a tremendous rush 
of grapefruit and lemon 
and lime aromas. In the 
mouth there's a thrill of 
citrus and acidity from 
start to finish - the wine has 
weight, it's not a fly-by-night 
white which your tastebuds will 
forget in an instant. 

■ Vinho Verde 2016 (£5.99, 



9.5% abv): This is a gentle 
spritzy little thing and as vinho 
verde goes, it is spritzier than 
most. These young wines from 
Portugal aren't made as 
traditional fizzy wines, but the 
carbon dioxide created in 
the fermentation can still be 
present, causing a wibble of 
a wobble of a bubble. I 
won't bore you with 
geekiness but I'll simply say 
I'd love to sip this gently 
sparkling fresh white wine 
in the garden and enjoy its 
pretty citrus summer vibe. 

■ In other news... I should give 
a Wimbledon nod to strawberries 
and fizzie things. If it helps, 
Sainsbury's tell me they 
commissioned a flavour expert to 
reveal the best drinks pairings 



for top strawberry varieties. 

Professor Barry Smith used 
scientific methods to pair the 
flavour components of the 
different berries and sparkling 
wines and one of the most 
successful pairings he found was 
Sainsbury's Taste the 
Difference Cremant de Loire 
(RRP £11) with the Murano 
strawberry. Now I don't know one 
strawberry from the other but I 
can tell you that the cremant is 
indeed very nice with fizzy 
shimmers which pop with citrus 
together with a hint of 
creaminess. 

It's made in the same way as 
champagne, so that's game set 
and match to your purse.

5. Stir in the mayo, yoghurt, 
chopped parsley and 
chives and season with 
freshly ground black 
pepper. Set aside. 

6. After 40 minutes of 
cooking, lift the chicken out 
of the pan and using a stick 
blender, whizz up the sauce 
until smooth. 

7. Simmer uncovered for 
eight to 10 minutes until 
nicely thickened. 

8. Fill the warmed tortillas 
with the chicken and 
coleslaw, wrap up and enjoy.

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Former world number one and bad boy of tennis John McEnroe claims he's mellowed - but not 
completely. He tells HANNAH STEPHENSON about fatherhood, fame and love second time around 


H E USED to be known for 

his on-court rages, coining 
the phrase 'You cannot be 
serious!' at a Wimbledon 
umpire in 1981, a line 
which became as connected to him 
as his numerous tennis victories. 

More than 35 years on, John 
McEnroe, three-times Wimbledon 
singles champion and respected 
BBC commentator, is still courting 
controversy. 

First he said Andy Murray was a 
'distant fourth' behind the three 
main rivals in the Scot's career, 
Novak Djokovic, Roger Federer and 
Rafael Nadal, and most recently 
declared Serena Williams would be 
ranked '700 in the world' if she had 
to play on the men's circuit. 

Yep, still causing a stir - but he's 
long since learned to volley away 
criticism and serve up some 
self-deprecating humour. 

"I'm not mellow compared to 
the average person, but I'm 
certainly a lot mellower than I was,'' 
he says, gazing out of the window 
towards the Thames and the Shard, 
as we sit in his publisher's offices. 

He's promoting his second 
autobiography, But Seriously. His 
first, 2003’s Serious, charted his 
childhood and early days of tennis 
- which progressed to seven Grand 
Slam singles titles, the 'Superbrat' 
reputation and a tumultuous 
eight-year marriage to actress 
Tatum O'Neal, marred by her 
addiction battles, his hot temper 
and a prolonged custody battle for 
their three children. 

Now, the follow-up deals with his 
struggles to reinvent himself as a 
father, art collector, musician and 
broadcaster, his relationship with 
second wife Patty Smyth, and his 
efforts to be the best father he 
could to his six children (he has 
another two daughters and a 
step-daughter with Patty). 

By his own admission, he's been 
a strict disciplinarian, which hasn't 
always gone down well. 

"If you asked some of my kids, 
they wouldn't say I'm mellow. I 
find it ironic that I'm the one more 
often than not calming Patty down. 
If you don't mature and mellow 
and have a better overview and 
perspective of things at 58, you are 
going to be a kid your entire life.'' 

They met at a party in 1993, when 
he was going through his divorce 
and was at a low ebb. 

"If there's any credit for the faint 
possibility I might have become a 
slightly better, less selfish person 
over the last 20 years, the bulk of 
that should go to Patty,'' he writes. 

After retiring from professional 
tennis in 1992, at first, he admits he 
filled the space by smoking more 
marijuana than he should have 
done. He stopped when he 
discovered his children, then in 
their early teens, were pinching his 
stash, while Tatum accused him of 
being a drug addict during the 
custody battle. 

"I was going through a difficult 
time in my personal life. 

Sometimes it's hard to look in the 
mirror and face up to things,'' he 
says now.

Two years ago, his eldest son 
Kevin was arrested for what was 
thought to be possession of cocaine 
and prescription drugs. Although 
the substance found on him was 
baking soda, his father asked 
himself what he'd done wrong. 

"I felt terrible. His mom had been 
arrested close by and I couldn't 
believe it had happened. I was very 
shocked.'' 

He clarifies his feelings in the 
book. "I don't want to go into 
details about my ex-wife's side of 
the family, but let's just say if you 
were looking for a stabilising 
influence as a grandparent, you 
probably wouldn't choose Ryan 
O'Neal (Tatum's father). 

"Kevin was always such a good 
person that it's been painful to 
watch him struggling, but I'm 
proud of how hard he's worked to 


get his life back on track over 
the last couple of years.'' 

Relations with Sean, his 
second son who has 
always gravitated towards 
his mother (and changed 
his surname to O'Neal), are 
more difficult. John 
says he wishes he'd 
been more 
sympathetic 
about the

impact of being the son 
of a high-profile couple 
in a painful divorce. 

"One time when I 
dropped Sean off I was 
really afraid that he'd 


go up and find her dead on the 
floor. I know that he was deeply 
affected by that. It was a 
frightening time. I wish I'd been 
more sympathetic as to how he was 
feeling. He's 29 and it seems like 
we've been unable recently to see 
eye to eye. 

"We speak infrequently. We're in 
touch through texting or emailing, 
but I'm hopeful that changes 
tomorrow. 

"I've tried my best,'' he continues. 
"On some levels, I haven’t been as 
sympathetic to what it's like to 
grow up as the son or daughter of 
John McEnroe and how people 
look at them. I felt I was doing a 
reasonably good job. But there are 
always two sides to a story.'' 

He has little contact with his 
ex-wife. "Do you call keeping in 
touch occasional email and 
occasional text? It's gotten to the 
point where the best thing for me 
personally is just as little [contact] 
as possible, but that might not be 
the best for my kids with Tatum. 
They want you to have a good 
relationship and I totally 
understand that and I feel bad that 
we don't. I know that I can't blame 
it all on her, as much as I'd like to.'' 

In a recent interview, Kevin said 
his father was a tough 
disciplinarian and indicated he 
was still seeking his father's 
approval. 

"A lot of kids do that. At some 
level I had that with my own father. 
I mean, how many Wimbledons is 
enough? How many years do I have 
to be number one? 

"I tell this story where my dad 
finished second in law school out 
of 450 people and my mom said, 
'Why weren't you first?' I'm like my 
parents. That's in part why I 
became who I am.'' 

He never pushed his children 
into tennis. However, he recalls 
how, when he'd watch them at 
sports events, other parents 
expected him to react. 

"Sometimes I'd sit there and not 
say anything, while parents are 
expecting me to explode. Then 
after the event, my kids would say, 
'God, you didn’t say anything!' 

You can't win. 

As for fame, he reflects: "If a 
whole day passed when someone 
didn't say, 'You cannot be serious!' 
to me, that would be amazing. 
Half an hour without it 
sometimes seems unlikely. 

"My feelings about that are 
a strange juxtaposition of 
embarrassment and pride: On 
the one hand, that this is what 
I represent to people; on 
the other, at least I 
represent something. 
"Ultimately, pride 
wins out.”

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Volvo sparks a move 
to electric power cars 


W ITHIN three years every new Volvo 
car will have an electric motor on 
board. 

The announcement brings to an end 
conventional powertrains used by the 
Swedish car maker for the past 90 years. 

Already Volvo has a number of plug-in 
hybrids in its line-up - notably the XC90 
T8 SUV and the Twin Engine V60 estate - 
which can run purely on electricity. 

The new XC60 SUV - due to be released 
in the next few weeks - will also be 
available with a plug-in electric option. 

According to Volvo - now owned 
by Chinese auto giant Geely - the 
announcement represents one of the most 
significant moves by any car maker to 
embrace electrification. 

"This announcement marks the end of 
the solely combustion engine-powered 
car," said Hakan Samuelsson, Volvo's chief 
executive. "Volvo Cars has stated it plans to 
have sold a total of a million electrified cars 
by 2025. When we said it we meant it. This 
is how we are going to do it." 

Speaking in Stockholm at the company's 
design studio Mr Samuelsson revealed that 
from 2019 every new model launched by 


Volvo will use an electric motor in one form 
or another including fully electric cars, plug¬ 
in hybrid cars and mild-hybrid cars. 

"This is about the customer," said Mr 
Samuelsson. "People increasingly demand 
electrified cars, and we want to respond to 
our customers' current and future needs. 
You can now pick and choose whichever 
electrified Volvo you wish." 

The company announced it will launch 
five fully electric cars between 2019 and 
2021, three of which will be Volvo models 
and two of which will be high-performance 
electrified cars from Polestar, Volvo Cars' 
performance car arm. 

These five cars will be supplemented by 
a range of petrol and diesel plug-in hybrid 
and mild-hybrid 48-volt options on all 
models meaning that in future there will be 
no Volvo cars running only on combustion 
engines. 

Full details of these models will be 
announced at a later date. 

The decision follows the recent 
announcement that Volvo is planning to 
turn Polestar into a new separately branded 
electrified global high-performance car 
company.

LOGICAL: The frugal and roomy 
Dacia Logan MCV 


S O you've got less than £11,000 to 
spend on a car but it needs to be 
spacious to accommodate the family 
and have plenty of luggage room for the 
same reason. 

So which used car dealer do you visit 
for the best deal? 

Well if you have any sense you won't 
bother with any of them, as you can now 
get a brand new car that meets your 
criteria and comes with a generous three 
year, 60,000 mile warranty. 

And best of all the car in question is 
powered by a beefy 1.5-litre diesel engine 
that will average a phenomenal 80 miles 
per gallon. 

The car that defies financial logic is the 
new version of the Dacia Logan MCV, 
a generously sized, five-seater estate 
car with a boot area so large you could 
almost sleep in it. Fold the 60/40 split rear 
seatbacks down and the space jumps from 
573 litres to a van-like 1,518 litres. 

The clue is in the letters tagged on to 
the end of the name. MCV stands for 
Maximum Capacity Vehicle. 

Appealing to cost conscious drivers who 
need something much larger than their 
budget would normally run to, the Logan 
is available in three different trim levels 
with the Ambiance - looked at here - the 
middle of the range model at £10,895. 

And for that you get a car that's not only 
spacious but comes with air conditioning, 
DAB radio, electric front windows, stop/ 
start, remote central locking and daylight 
running lights. In fact all the things that 
most people would want. 

Despite its budget price tag the 
Logan is well put together and when 
you get behind the wheel you find it's 
actually rather nice to drive too, with an 
impressive amount of torque and plenty of 
power in the lower gears. 

There's a five-speed manual gearbox, 
although fifth is very much an overdrive 
gear ideal for cruising on the motorway

when the rev counter is just hitting 
2,000 revs at 70 miles per hour, ensuring 
relaxed, frugal motoring. 

For fast overtaking you need to drop 
down a cog but when you do the Logan is 
quick to respond and happy to do so. 

Petrol engined models are available - 
the entry level Logan is priced from just 
£7,295 - but the 1.5-litre diesel is by far 
the best performer. 

The suspension is a little on the soft 
side but it handles well even when driven 
quickly through tights bends and provides 
a very comfortable ride. 

In fact for me there are very few 
negative points on a car which - since the 
Romanian company was relaunched by 
parent company Renault in 2004 - is fast 
winning fans all over Europe for economy 
motoring. More than 100,00 Dacias have 
been sold in the UK since the company 
launched here in 2013. 

OK, so on the Logan you have to 
adjust the side mirrors manually and you 
always have to use the key to open the 
boot rather than have a release catch 
and there is no height adjustment on 
the driver's seat, but apart from these 
the Logan Ambiance fills most people's 
requirements.

Tin is ‘the ultimate pro’

SIR Michael Stoute has found 
top-level winners a little 
harder to come by over the 
last couple of seasons but 
was back in the limelight 
at Sandown after Ulysses 
claimed the narrowest of 
victories in a thrilling Coral- 
Eclipse. 

The master of Freemason 
Lodge has saddled countless 
Group One winners during a 
long and illustrious training 
career that goes back to the 
70s. However, before Ulysses 
got the better of Barney Roy 
by a nose in the on Saturday, 
Stoute had not struck Group 
One gold in Europe since 
Integral's triumph in the Sun 
Chariot at Newmarket the 
best part of three years ago. 

Ulysses came into the 
Eclipse with decent claims of 
providing Stoute with a joint- 
record sixth victory in the race 
after finishing a creditable 
third in the Prince of Wales's 
Stakes at Royal Ascot last 
month, but was an 8-1 shot in 
a market dominated by a trio 
of three-year-olds - St James's 
Palace Stakes winner Barney 
Roy, Derby runner-up Cliffs 
Of Moher and the highly- 
regarded Eminent. 

It was an unsatisfactory 
event in some ways, but 
there was certainly nothing 
unsatisfactory about the 
finish, as Ulysses cruised into 
contention in the hands of Jim 
Crowley and looked set to win 
decisively, only for Barney

Roy to battle back for a head- 
to-head finish. 

After a lengthy wait for the 
result of the photo finish - 
Ulysses got home by a nose 
- Stoute said: "I felt from the 
furlong marker he was always 
holding him, but my angle 
was bad and I didn't have any 
idea if he had won or not, so 
it was a relief. 

"It was nerve-racking for a 
while. 


"He is a very consistent, 
game horse and he has only 
ever had one blip in his life 
and that was in the Derby 
when he got turned over 
twice. He has never run a bad 
race." 

Asked about future plans, 
the trainer added: "Let's go 
home and see how he is in 
10 days. I wouldn't rule out 
going back up to a mile and 
a half as he won the Gordon 
Stakes last year and ran a big 
race at Santa Anita (fourth in 
Breeders' Cup Turf)." 

It was a sweet success 
for Crowley. The champion 
jockey lost the ride on 
Eminent earlier in the week 
to this year's title race leader 


Silvestre de Sousa. 

He said: "Things happen 
in life for a reason. You have 
to respect the decision and 
I don't think I did too much 
wrong (on Eminent), but it 
has worked out in my favour 
today. 

"When you become 
champion jockey these are 
the races you should be and 
want to be winning." 

■ John Gosden won the 
bet365 Lancashire Oaks at 
Haydock for the seventh 
time - he holds the record 
with the late Sir Henry Cecil - 
after The Black Princess (3-1) 
providing jockey Robert Tart 
with the biggest success of his 
riding career. 


JOCKEY Tom Queally 
believes he will be on “the 
ultimate professional” when 
riding The Tin Man in Satur¬ 
day’s Darley July Cup - the 
£500,000 Group One feature 
of Newmarket’s July Festival. 

Queally, 32, has formed a 
very polished partnership 
with the James Fanshawe- 
trained gelding, as illustrated 
by their victory in the Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee Stakes at Royal 
Ascot last month. 

That was the duo’s second 
Group One triumph and 
their seventh in total. Indeed, 
Queally - who was the jockey 
of the legendary Frankel - has 
ridden The Tin Man in all but 
one of his 13 races. 

Queally said: “He’s quite a 
fun horse to ride. He has got 
a pretty devastating turn of 
foot when he is on form, so he 
shows a jockey in a good light. 

“I wouldn’t class him as a 
hold-up performer but he 
likes to aim at his opposition. 
He is a horse that finishes his 
races. He is pretty straight¬ 
forward. He doesn’t pull or 
anything like that - he is very 
relaxed going to post. 

“He is pretty straightfor¬ 
ward to train as well. 

His attitude and overall 
demeanour is probably 
testament to James and 
his staff. 

“He wasn’t 
straightforward 
from day one - 
hence he was 
gelded pretty 
quickly. But he

has become the ultimate pro¬ 
fessional now.” 

The Tin Man will need to 
show all of his attributes in 
Saturday’s six-furlong contest 
for which he is as short as 5-1. 

Not only will he have to 
take on last year’s winner 
Fimato, but also Caravaggio, 
the emerging superstar. 

Caravaggio gave a brilliant 
display at Royal Ascot in win¬ 
ning the Commonwealth 
Cup, the Group One for 
three-year-olds speedsters. 

Queally said: “He is one 
of the dangers but then 
Fimato has course form - you 
can’t disparage course form. 
I think it has the potential 
to be right up there with the 
top July Cups - let’s hope it 
becomes the race that every¬ 
body thinks it will.” 

Fanshawe, who trains at 
Pegasus Stables in Newmar¬ 
ket, said: “To have a horse this 
good is a real privilege and 
you try and do the best 
you can with 
them.”
